A new schedule "f telephone exchange rates 
became effective in Hickman. Ky„ May 1. In dircc- 
ti'>n ■>! tin- < rperattng li'-artl of the United States 
Telegraph and Telephone rVdmintstration, acting 
nailer the order <»t Peettnastef General of the I tai- 
led States. 

\> you kn«.w. all «.f the lines and property ol 
this company art- in the possession, control and are 
being operated by the I'nited States Govfj frnmeal 
under the direction of the Postmaster General «»f 

the I'nited States. 

The new rate- are necc>^ary in o r d e r that ad- 
ditional revenue DM) be secured by the government 
to meet the increased operating expenses. The 
causes which make greater telephone revenue nec- 
essan are due to the new conditions ami the new 
priee le\els introduced by the war and are entirely 
beyond the control ..f tin- United States Telegraph 
and Telephone Administration or of the Telephone 
C i.mpany. 

More than two years ago the Company fore- 
saw that the telephone system would he operated 
at a lot! unless the rates could he adjusted to meet 
the increasing costs of all elements entering into 
t!u production of service. A similar rate adjust- 
ment w ould have been unavoidable under private 
control and the new rate schedule is practically the 
tame we would have sought in 1919 if the govern- 
menl had not taken possession of our property. 

\s stated b] the Postmaster General, the own- 
ers of the telephone tystetn do not benefit in any 
way from rate changes. Practically all of the in- 
creased operating eapepses which retpiire this ad- 
ditional revenue are due to increased wages paid to 

employes to enable them to meet the new conditions 
of life in the present day. 

It is neither practicable nor desirable to reduce 
wages, and so far as wages are concerned we be- 
lieve that portion of the increased operating expen- 
ses to l>e permanent. 

The new rate schedule is fair and reasonable 
and the percentage of increased revenue which it 
will produce is much lower than the increased cost 
of ot her service! ami c< >inm< .dities « »f a similar char- 
acter .

Farmer Turns Sandy Tract 
of Land Into Flourishing 
Forest Within Few Years 



England and Scotland are preparing 
to replant forests which hnve been cut 
to provide war supplies. Tin y ure <1<>- 
Ing it now. Never before have those 
countries been an bare of timber. 
Hunting ranges an! sorting grounds 
have I.. • 'i sacrificed to supply iinifi!- 
tion factories at home and armies 
abroad. The old forests were pri- 
marily ornamental and Incidentally 
useful, but f*i..-e which are uow being 
deliberately provided for will be 
primarily useful and incidentally or- 
namental, says Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. . 

In the I'nited States we are not In 
an much need of tree planting ns they 
are in the British Isles. But there are 
two kinds of timber which the war de- 
mand has greatly depleted, and they 
are kinds of much Importance, locust 
and black walnut. 

There Is another point to be consid- 
ered in the planting of these tn-es: 
They can be grown on sandy tracts of 
land which are now considered of no 
value, and thus reclaim this Intel. 
An excellent Illustration of what 
be accomplished In the way of re- 

of trees has been carried oat 
the last six or eight ye,rrs by a 
of Whiteside county. Illinois. 
In these years he has accomplished the 
seemingly impossible task of turning 
some 70 acres of sand, formerly us bar- 
ren as the desert of Sahara. Into a 
flourishing forest. Nor to that all : for 
this forest, acting as a sand binder, 
has been the means of saving other 
fertile acres from the Inroads of the 
drifting sand, the total result being 
that the farm has lncrens«-d several 
times In value. The sandy tracts, 
which, before being planted to trees, 
were practically worthless, are now
